Royal Wedding Ceremony—Public 


Structures Are All Decorated. 


Bands Play, Bells Ring and Whistles Blow When Mon- 


arch and Princes are Made One—Good Order 


Prevailed—All Madrid" is Happy—Gay 


Uniforms in Evidence. 


MADRID, Hay 31.—Kneeling on two 


beautifully embroidered aiilin cushions, 
with millions of magnificent flowers mak- 
ing the udmosphcre heavy with their 
fragrance, surrounded by an assemblage 
of functionaries and royalty as gay as 
any ever congregated in a European capi- 
tal nnd with hidden orchestras playing 
the soft Spnnidh wedding inarch, Alfonso 
XIII., King of Spain, was today married 
to Princo-s Victoria of Eattcnberg. 


Dense crowds of brilliantly dressed peo- 


ple from all parts of Europe and many 
from the Americas thronged the streets 
all day. Whistles shrieked, bells 
were 


rung and guns fired when the 
actual 


mnrriage ceremonies were over. 


MADRID, May 31.—The 
city awoke 


todiiy under a cloudless sky with driz- 
zling sunshine adding its glories to the 
bewildering maze of color in which the 
streets were enveloped. From an cnr'y 
hour the center.--presented nil aspect of 
extreme animation. The 
entire 
night 


had been passed amid the din of fire- 
works, singing and dancing and thou- 
sand? of provincials, unable to secure 
•shelter, spent the night in cafes and in 
tap streets. 


The esplanade fronting the royal pal- 


ace was occupied by regiments of the 
royal guards in full, gala uniforms, with 
flittering breast-plates 
and helmets 


They formed semi-circles, guarding the 
approaches 
to 
the palace 
from 
the 


crowd* eager to sain points of vtinta. 
The massive outlines of the palace were 
without 
decorations, save the royal 


standard floating abovg. 


SPAIN'S COLOR? EVERYWHERE. 
The scene from the Puerto Del Sol to 


the Pardo palncc wus one of strikin, 
brilliancy. All the buildings were 
re- 


splendent with the yellow and red colors 
of 
Spain woven into sunbursts, huge 


rosettes and graceful streamers looped 
from roof to roof and arches of roses 
from 
which were suspended enormous 


flower baskets and trailing vines. Under 
this dazzling canopy of flngs and flowers 
surged dense masses of humanity in fes- 
tival attire, the women wearing white 
mantillas and bunclu-s of bright flowers 
in their black hair and with bright col 
ored fans whipping the air. The popu- 
lation of Madrid had turned out in a 
body and was augmented to twice its 
Ufiiuil size, by visitors from the country 
nnd neighboring towns. 


VICTORIA ARRIVES EAULY. 


Princess Victoria came from the Pardo 


Pnlttcfi to Madrid early in the morning 
accompanied by her mother. Princess 
Henry of Battenberg and her ladies of 
honor nnd escorted by a regiment of the 
royal guards. The bride's party was in- 
stalled in the ministry of marine which 
had been sumptuously prepared for her. 


The wedding cortege started from the 


royal pnhice at !>:30 a. m. nmid the ring- 
ing oi church bells, the firing of artillery 
Milutes and the clamorous enthusiasm of 
1 he crowds massed along the route, 
'Ahead rode trumpeters in crimson velvet, 
suits of the time of Philip H, sounding 
the approach of tho royul party. Fol- 
lowing them ciimo the personnel of the 
royal household; the heralds, mounted 
on stallions from the royal stud and ca- 
parisoned in oriental style, each led bv :i 
cndot of the royal riding academy and 
the equerries nnd groom* from the rov- 
al 
stables, lending the king's

These couches formed one of the most 


striking features of the wedding cor- 
tege.

were marvels of luxury,

ions metals and emblazoned with the 
royal insignia. They were relics of by 
gone days, when kings and queens rode 
in golden vehicles, but they had been 
renovated in all their original splendor 
for this occasion. 


All the trappings and surroundings o: 


these magnificent vehicles were in keep 
ing. They were drawn by teams of six 
rnd eight white horses, well matched and 
of the finest breeds. 


LOUIS XIV. UNIFORMS WORN. 


About these glittering vehicles circled 


retinues of grooms, pa;;c:., heralds, and 
others in the showy uniforms of Louis 
XIV. 


Following the conches of the Spanish 


princes and infantas were those of the 
visiting princes. Closing this dazzling 
array of princes appeared a coach bear- 
ing the royal crown in which were, seat- 
ed King Alfonso, 
his witness. Prince 


Carlos nnd 
the king's little nephew, 


Prince Alfonso, the actual heir to the 
throne of Spain. 


As the king's coach appeared it was 


greeted by a great roar, while thu multi- 
tude wildly waved .handkerchiefs, fans 
and parasols. His majesty could plainly 
he seen smiling and bowing to the popu- 
lar greetings. He wore the uniform of 
a Bold marshal his hat surmounted by n 
sweeping white plump. Around his coach 
was a cnvnlcndc of royal guards, heralds, 
equerries and pages, hohling back the en- 
thusiastic populace.

As a curious coincidence, it is just a 


year ago today, that a bomb was thrown 
at King Alfonso in Paris. As the king 
accompanied by President Loubet was 
driving away from the opera Slay 31, 
1003, an anarchist threw a bomb, nt the 
roynl carriage. It struck a trooper, fell 
to the ground and exploded without in- 
juring the king or the president. 
Sever- 


al soldiers and a number of persons were 
injured. 


LONDON, May 
31.—S:23 p. m.—An- 


other dispatch to a news agency from 
Madrid, siys seven persons were killed 
and that thirty were injured by the 
bomb explosion. It is further asserted 


that although five persons were arrested 
on the charge of being connected with 
the outrage the man who actually threw 
the bomb has not yet been apprehended.

IS MURDERED IN CHINA 


Eeuben Morley Victim of the 


French Adventurer, Vis- 


corate Laverger. 


PKKIN, May 31.—Reuben Mnrley of 


Saginaw, Michigan, was 
murdered 
on 


the border of Mongolia, 400 miles north 
of Pckin, on Sept. 2 by a French adven- 
turer styling himself Viscoinlc Lavergcr, 
with whom he was traveling. 


John Morley, a brother of the murder- 


ed nmn, and who is from Cleveland, 0., 
returned today from an expedition fol- 
lowing his brother's route, during which 
he 
obtained convincing evidence from 


French missionaries and Chinese show- 
ing that .Reuben Morley left a Chinese 
inn on the morning of Sept. 2 to visit a 
lake ten miles distant. 
Tho Frenchman 


returned at night with Morley's rifle and 
saddle bags and told the servants that 
Morley had proceeded alone to Mongo- 
lia. The Frenchman was soo.li burning 
Morley's papers. 


Weeks afterward a man 
resembling 


Laverger cashed Morley's letter of cred- 
it at Colombo, Ceylon, and sailed for 
Europe. The presumption is that he cith- 


shot Morley ov drowned him in tho 


lake.

Father of Irish Land League 


Ends Brilliant Career—In- 


terested in Politics. 


DUBLIN, May 31.—A notable career 


closed last night when, after a long and 
painful illness, Michael 
Davitt died 


peacefully at 12 o'clock in the presence 
of his oldest son, Michael, and bis two 
daughters, who had devotedly attended 
him through his illness, and of many of 
his mogt intimate friends, including John 
Dillon. 


Shortly before his death Father Wat- 


ton had been with him. Mrs. Davitt, 
who had been in constant attendance on 
her husband,until a few days ago; when 
she herself was taken ill, lies prostrate 
in the same hospital, too weak to leave 
her room. She has not yet been inform- 
ed of her husband's death- 


It is stated that Mr. Davitt left a 


written message, but if so its purport 
has not transpired. 


MANY-INQUIRIES. 


The greatest sympathy has been dis- 


played by nil crasses of society during 
Mr. Davitt*s illness. Yesterday the hos- 
pital was besieged by anxious inquirers. 
John E. Redmond, leader of the Irish par- 
ty in parliament, was a frequent inquir- 
er by telephone from the house of com- 
mons, and gave up his proposed conti- 
nental trip over the Whitsuntide holi- 
days owing to the condition of his friend, 
the father of the Irish Land league. 


INTERESTED IN POLITICS. 


Mr. Davitt retired from the represen- 


tation of South 'Mayo in parliament in 
1890, but to the last took a keen inter- 
est in the politics of his country. 


Death was due to blood 
poisoning 


which followed two operations for ne- 
crsis of the jaw bone and spread so-hap- 
idly that all efforts to stay its course 
were unavailing. Mr. Davitt's illness be- 
gan with an insidious attack of tooth- 
ache to which he paid no attention until 
John Dillon urged him to have recourse 
to medical advice. 


For some time there were hopes for 


his recovery, but the state of his health, 
which was undermined by exertions *t 
the recent, general elections, greatly 
handicapped his progress.

MARRIES ENA 


Scenes of Unrivaled Brilliancy Mark 


Royal Wedding Ceremony—Public 


Structures Are All Decorated. 


Bands Play, Bells Ring and Whistles Blow When Mon- 


arch and Princes are Made One—Good Order 


Prevailed—All Madrid is Happy—Gay 


Uniforms in Evidence. 


MADRID, May 31.—Kneeling on two 


beautifully embroidered satin cushions, 
with millions of magnificent flowers mak- 
ing the iidmusphcre heavy with their 
fragrance, surrounded by un assemblage 
of functionaries and royalty as gay as 
any ever congregated in a European capi- 
tal and with hidden orchestras playing 
the soft Spanish wedding inarch, Alfonso 
XIII., King of Spain, was today married 
to Princess Victoria of Eattenberg. 


Dense crowds of brilliuntly dressed peo- 


ple from all parts of Europe and many 
from the Americas thronged the streets 
all day. 
Whistles shrieked, bells were 


rung and guns fired when the actual 
marriage ceremonies were over. 


MADRID, Way 31.—The 
city awoke 


today under a cloudless sky with driz- 
zling sunshine adding its glories to the. 
bewildering maze of color in which the 
ftrccts were enveloped. From an ear'y 
hour the centprs-presented an aspect of 
extreme animation. The entire night 
had been passed amid the din of fire- 
works, singing and dancing and thou- 
sands of provincials, unable to secure 
phelter, spent the night in cafes and in 
the streets. 


The esplanade fronting the royal -pal- 


ace was occupied by regiments of thu 
royal guards in full, gala uniforms, with 
plittering 
breast-plates 
and helmets

The massive outlines of the palace were 
without decorations, save the royal 
standard floating above. 


SPAIN'S COLORS EVERYWHERE. 
The scene from the Puerto Del Sol to 


the Pardo palace was one of strikin 
brilliancy. All the buildings were re- 
splendent with the yellow and red colors 
of Spain woven into sunbursts, huge 
rosettes and graceful streamers looped 
from roof to roof and arches of roses 
from 
which were suspended enormous 


flower baskets and trailing vinos. Under 
this- dazzling cnnopy of Hags and flowers 
nursed dense masses of humanity in fes- 
tival attire, the women wearing white 
mantillas and bunches of bright flowers 
in t-icir black hair and with bright col- 
ored fans whipping the air. The popu- 
lation of Madrid had turned out in n 
body and was augmented to twice its 
usual size, by visitors from the country 
and neighboring towns. 


VICTORIA ARRIVES EARLY. 


Princess Victoria came from the Pardo 


Palace to Madrid early in the morning 
accompanied by her mother, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg and her ladies of 
honor and escorted by a regiment of the 
royal guards. The bride's party was in- 
stalled in the ministry of marine which 
had been sumptuously prepared for her. 


The weilding cortege started fvoiu tha 


royal palaco at 0:30 n. m. amid the ring- 
ing of church bolls, the firing of artillery 
salutes an,I the clamorous enthusiasm of 
ihe crowds massed along the route.

These coaches fonnnil one of the most 


striking features of Um wedding cor- 
tegis. They were marvels of luxury, 
acme of the tortoise shell, others of mu-

ious metals and emblazoned with the 
royal insignia. They were relics of by- 
gone clays, when kings and queens rode 
in golden vehicles, but they had been 
renovated in all their original splendor 
for this occasion. 


All the trappings and surroundings of 


these magnificent vehicles were in keep- 
ing. They were drawn by teams of six 
end eight white horses, well matched .and 
of the finest broods. 


LOUIS XIV. UNIFORMS WORN. 


About these glittering vehicles circled 


retinues of grooms, pages, heralds, and 
others in the showy uniforms of Louis 
XIV. 


Following the coaches, of the Spanish 


princes and infantas were those of the 
visiting princes. Closing this dazzling 
array of princes appeared a coach bear- 
ing the royal crown in which were seat- 
ed King Alfonso, his witness, Princp 
Carlos and the king's little nephew, 
Prince Alfonso, the actual heir to the 
throne of Spain. 


As the king's coach appeared it was 


greeted by a great roar, while the multi- 
tude wildly waved .handkerchiefs, fans 
and parasols. His majesty could plainly 
be seen smiling and bowing to the popu- 
lar greetings. He wore the uniform of 
a field marshal his hat surmounted by a 
"weeping white plume. Around his coach 
was a cavalcade of royal guards, heralds, 
equerries and pages, holding back the en- 
thusiastic populace. 


BRIDE'S PARTY FOLLOWS. 


Immediately following the royal coach 


came the bride's party, forming another 
glittering array of gala coaches, bearing 
the lords and ladies in waiting a.ncl the 
princes and princesses of the house of 
Buttenberg, and finally came the famed 
mahogany couch with the radiant bride, 
Princess Victoria, attended by her moth- 
er and Queen Marie Christina. 


The appearance of the princess, who 


was about to become their queen, arous- 
ed the people to the highest pitch ol 
emotion, men and women cheered and 
shouted friendly salutations, while oth- 
ers from the balconies of the houses 
along the route showered flowers on the 
princess and let. loose hundreds of pig- 
eons carrying long bright streamers. 


The bride locked most charming and 


graciously acknowledged the continued 
ovations.

mite and "Illinois were summoned to. the 
scene. The firemen were obliged to get 
nearly all their water from the slip, no 
\$ai;er plugs being within available dis- 
tance,

The building destroyed was 300 feet 


long, 200 feet wide and 3 stories'-in 
height, built of brick. It was not near 
any other building, but the fire was of 
such extent that plants two blocks away 
were endangered. 
Among these 
were 


the gas tanks of the People's Gas Light 
and Coke company, between Twenty-Sec- 
ond nnd Twenty-Third streets on Center 
avenue. Firemen were stationed to pour 
water on these ,when the embers were 
carried in that direction thickly and the 
gas company was notified. It responded 
that it would withdraw the gas from the 
tanks at once. 


WATCHMEN"ARE HURT. 


The men hurt in'the elevator were 


watchmen, nnd were standing near one 
of the chutes leading to the water front 
when one of the explosions blew them 
entirely out of the building. 


The power house of the Commonwealth 


Electric company on the west bank ol 
the river, not far from the burning ele- 
vator caught fire and firebonts were sen< 
to 
extinguish the ..flames there. Com 


ponies were also to keep wot the walls o' 
elevator "C" of Armour & Co. The walls 
of elevator "D" fell a few minutes 'after 
3 o'clock and the danger to surrounding 
plants and lumber-yards was thus end 
ed.

I look for its gen- 
eral introduction and extensive use, es- 
pecially for lighting and cooking. Alco- 
hol stoves and lamps will be sold by the 
thousands in Chicago within a few 
months." 


Denatured alcohol has been in use in 


Germany and France for years. The 
former country, with one-fifth less po- 
pulation than the United States, uses 
five times as much alcohol. One firm in 
Berlin, acording to a recent consular re- 
porl, sold more than 60,000 alcohol 
lamps in n year. In Franco, last year, 
nearly 3,500,000 tons of sugar beets were 
used in the making of alcohol. 


IS MADE OF VEGETABLES. 


Commercial alcohol, for use in the 


United States, will be made from corn 
and potatoes, or from sugar beets. It is 
estimated that farmers will find a mar- 
ket for millions of bushels of corn and 
potatoes each year at the distilleries. 
In Germany, a consular report says, 
cows are fed on potatoes after the tub- 
ers have been used for making alcohol. 


Wood alcohol, which has been used in 


place of the ethyl product in some kinds 
of manufacturing, is produced in Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin extensively. It re- 
sults from distillation of waste products 
from saw and lumber mills. 
It costs 


about 50 cents a gallon to produce, and 
besides is a dca.dly poison and gives off 
unpleasant odors when used.

Public Building's Come in for 


Large Share—Tawney 


Reports Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. May 
29.— 


The sundry civil appropriation bill was 
completed and Chairman' Tawney was 
authorized by the appropriations com- 
mittee to report it to the house today. 
It is the largest sundry civil bill ever re- 
ported, carrying $94,346,573, of which 
$25,460,901 is for work on the Panama- 
canal. The amount carried is $11,070,003 
less than the estimates from'the various 
departments. The canal appropriation is 
to be reimbursed to the treasury from 
the-proceeds of the sale of canal bonds 
which have been authorized to the aggre- 
gate amount of $130,000,000. Deducting 
the canal appropriation, the bill carries 
$1,721,030 more than the current sundry 
civil act. 


For river and harbor work, heretofore 


authorized and contracted for there is 
appropriated $17,318,076 which is $4,774,- 
844 in excess of the amount available 
this year. 


For new public buildings heretofore 


authorized and the repair of buildings 
$5,170.583 is appropriated, a reduction of 
92,SOK,001 from the current appropriation 
under this head. 


MANY CANAL APPROPRIATIONS.

the canal arc: 


Pay of officers and employes on the

thirty days after the passage of the bill 
and that hereafter detailed estimates for 
printing must be transmitted to congress 
from each department. 


PROVIDES FOR ATT'Y GENERAL. 
The bill provides for the appointment 


by the attorney general, if the secretary 
of the treasury desires of a solicitor of 
customs at an annual salary of $5,000 
and such assistant solicitors as are nec- 
essary, at salaries of $3,000.

THE SOCIAL SIDE OF 
One of the most cheering signs indi- 


cating the future welfare o'f tliis coun- 
try is the absence of any bitterness in 
our politics. 
Political campaigns may 


come and go, but on the social side of 
it, not the slightest differences are teen. 
Of course here and there is some anti- 
quated partisan who thinks his neighbor 
or friend who is on the opposite side ot 
politics is a rank sinner and a traitor 
to his country but such men are very 
scarce. Nowadays men associate utterly 
regardless of politics and it is a common 
thing to hear remarked, "Why no, I do 
not know his politics, what are they 
anyhow?" 


At Washington men of all pnrtien get 


together on the social side; the best 
friends of our legislators are very often, 
men on the opposite side. In club life, 
in social festivities, in official functions 
in the capital itself, partisanship is en- 
tirely unknown. It is only upon official 
sessions that polities are recognized. 
While 
occasionally 
personalism 
will 


creep in as a rule no permanent ill-feel- 
ing is engendered. 


Dinners to prominent men occur with 


frequence, and it is invariably the case, 
that the different political parties are 
well represented, never otherwise, for 
social life in Washington is so inter- 
twined that it would be an impossibility. 
It is well for tho country that this is so, 
well indeed. However men may meet 
n.nd spar and declaim at cnch other upon 
the floor of the senate or house; how- 
ever they may argue or seek to cover 
each other with confusion in the matter 
of argument, it is nil forgotten on ad- 
journment. 
A generation or two ago 


this was not the case, though in the 
fifties an advance had begun from the 
violent partisanship of the early days 
of the Republic. Even during the dark 
days of the war of the rebellion, while 
men differed with each other, yet so- 
cially there was very little ostracism, 
that is in tho north, though in the south 
the system of slavery had made things 
different as it is to a certain extent to- 
day. Still even in the south influences 
are beginning to be felt that a genera- 
tion bond will be in much stronger evi- 
dence. . 


TWO KINDS OP GOVERNMENT, 


A citv mny be well governed in ono 


sense and yet in another corruption may 
reign high in all departments or nearly 
nil departments. Those in office mny as

can be i.-.-nied; and where arguments 
against bonds have some ground when 
applied to othcv purposes, they fail to 
hold good so far ns the park question is 
concerned.

perty in Racine just for the profit he 
would make by holding it twenty or 
thirty years? When the city can buy 
property cheaply now, get all the bene- 
fits out of it, and then pass the pay- 
ments nlorig to coming generations isn't 
it a good proposition? Will there be any 
objection on the part of the coming gen- 
eration? Well hardly. -The citizens of 
fifty years hence may look back, and 
smile at some of tho things done at the 
beginning of the century, but they will 
declare that the old fossils did have some 
sense when they put up the bars against 
commercialism, and set aside choice 
spots for parks.

Memorial day, the thirty-eighth since | President Lincoln's address at Gettys- 


the close of ths civil war, has been ap 
propriately observed in the Bella City 
today. The first observance was on May

Logan, then Comnmnder-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. The sur- 
vivors of the war were then a large part 
of the population in all communities.

And so this 30th of May, like all others, 
has seen every low green mound where 
a soldier of the civil and Spanish-Amerie- 
nn war lies buried, covered with flowers 
and immortelles. 


But. 
the line of ox-soldiers did not pre- 


sent a long line, and the few who par- 
ticipated are for the most part bowed 
•with age and increased disability, which 
time has brought. The patriotic organ- 
izations, composed of the sons and 
daughters of veterans, and the loyal peo- 
ple, have taken up the work which older 
hands have been obliged to lay flown; 
and it can be said with truth, that the 
spirit of gratitude and devotion to the 
memory of the country's dead inspired 
the whole nation today, as it did in '68. 


AT THE CEMETERIES. 


At an early hour this morning fathers, 


mothers, sisters, brothers and children 
of those who lie buried in the two ceme- 
teries, with details from the Governor 
Harvey Post, No. 17, G. A. R. and the 
William A. Bancroft Camp, Sons of Vet- 
erans, could be seen at the home of the 
dead, scattering the garlands on the 
grave* and planting flags. Not a grave 
was missed. Of the four or five hundred 
who fought and bled for the preservation 
of the country, in the dark days of '61 
and '63, all were remembered. There was 
also eleven of the Spanish-American war 
veterans whose graves received the sac- 
red ceremony, nnd several of the Charles 
Filer Camp.

Cap- 
tain Sullivan and the boy were picked 
up by the yawl o.f the .Danforth, while 
fishermen saved Mate Cfeorge Patterson 
of Port Dalhousie, Ontario, James Dag- 
den and Grove Shook of Windsor, On- 
tario and Thomas Lyon and George Ean- 
shaw, o£ Gloversville, N. Y. 


The rescued men were taken to the 


plant of the Great Lakes Engineering 
company at St. Clair.

Danforth charge that the Cowle did not 
stop and assist in the rescue of the 
Erin's crew.

A Tidal Wave Experienced on 


Most West Shore Lake 


Ports. 


THREE MEN ARE RESCUED 


COURTWRIGHT, 
Ont., 3:30 p. m., 


May 31.—The chief engineer, first mate 
and fireman of the wrecked steamer Erin 
have come ashore alive, having caught 
some wreckage on which they drifted. 


t Vessel men and others have been dis- 
cussing the small tidal wave that swept 
up Hoot river yesterday .morning. While 
the damage was only slight, it neverthe- 
less indicated unusual disturbances on 
the lake, currents running with- consider- 
able force. This is correctly attributed 
to .the continuous storms prevalent from 
the north and northeast. As stated yes- 
terday, the water for a couple of days, 
was eight inches below datem; then it 
dropped to 18 inches. Suddenly the rise 
came and measurements taken show that 
it reached at least three and four feet. 
Although It come to the top of the docks 
in the vicinity of Main street bridge, it 
only remained stationary a few tteconds 
and rapidly receded The pontoon bridge, 
somewhat damaged and then put out o 
commission by~the tug Industry striking 
it, was repaired and is again open to 
travel. The water at the present time 
is slightly higher than normal. 


Information from Waukegan and Chi 


cago is in effect that the big lake indulg 
ed in her annual caprices, when the water 
swept into the rivers. Several 
other 


ports felt the effect of the singular man 
ifestation, which is classed as a "seich,' 
the exact cause of which is somewhdJ 
vaguely explained by the

yesterday was the greatest

The quick changes in atmos- 
pheric conditions came with a falling ba- 
rometer, due to the approach of a storm 
center from the west. 


The first and highest wave was noticed 


at the life-saving station at 6:30 o'clock 
in the morning, the eurrent into the riv- 
er being rapidly followed by nn equal 
flow lafceward. There was a constant re- 
currence of the seiches during the day, 
decreasing in size during the afternoon.

THE LAKE DISTURBANCE 


A Tidal Wave Experienced on 


Most West Shore Lake 


Ports. 


Vessel men and others have been dis- 


cussing the small tidal wave that swept 
up Root river yesterday morning. While 
the damage was only slight, it neverthe- 
less indicated unusual disturbances on 
the lake, currents running with- consider- 
able force. Tiiis is correctly attributed 
to the continuous storms prevalent from 
the north and northeast.

The quick changes in atmos- 
pheric conditions came with a falling ba- 
rometer, due to the approach of a storm 
center from the west.
